A  Monument  at  the  Entrance  of  the  Harbor 

It  is  supposed  that  as  a  part  of  the  improvements  of  the  Harbor  of  Phila- 
delphia, a  monument  is  to  be  erected  on  one  of  the  islands  of  the  Delaware 
River,  to  mark  the  entrance  of  the  city  for  those  arriving  by  steamer. 

The  Statue  of  Liberty  meets  such  a  purpose  for  the  City  of  New  York, 
but  in  the  present  case  no  suggestion  is  made  as  to  the  nature  of  the  mionu- 
ment,  which  can  be  either  a  monumental  figure  or  a  pylon,  or  whatever 
decorative  structure  may  seem  best  suited. 

The  island  can  be  completed  and  shaped  by  retaining  walls.  Its  maxi- 
mum dimensions  cannot  exceed  200  x  100  feet.  A  small  landing  is  to  be 
provided  for  visitors. 

Drawings  required :  Plan  at  one  thirty-second  inch.  A  front  or  side 
elevation,  optionally,  at  one-eighth  inch.  The  two  drawings  on  a  single 
double  Elephant  ^^1^atman  sheet. 

The  award  will  be  made  by  the  Exhibition  Committee  of  the  14th 
Annual  Exhibition,  and  their  decision  will  be  announced  at  the  opening  of 
the  Exhibition,  April  13,  1908,  at  which  time  all  drawings  will  be  exhibited.

SCHOLARSHIP    IN   ARCHITECTURE 

Founded    1897 

(  Prior  to  1897.  thk  Travi-xung  Scholarship  ok  the  Uxivkrsitv  ok  Pexna.) 

A  committee  representing  the  friends  of  John  Stewardson  and  the  admirers  of 
his  work  and  character,  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining, 
in  his  memory,  a  Travelling  Scholarship  for  students  of  Architecture,  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania. 

In  1897  this  committee  transferred  the  funds,  subscribed  for  that  purpose,  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  to  be  held  in  trust,  together  with  further 
moneys  subscribed,  and  to  devote  and  dispose  of  the  net  income  thereof  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  education  in  Architecture  in  perpetuation  of  the  Memory  of  John  Stew- 
ardson, in  the  following  manner:  To  pay  the  income  in  every  year,  or  alternate  year 
to  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  have  studied  or  practiced  Architecture  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  period  of  at  least  one  year,  immediately  preceding  the 
Scholarship  Award,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Managing  Committee,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enabling  such  person  or  persons  to  pursue  his.  her.  or  their  architectural 
studies,  either  in  the  United  States,  or  in  other  Countries,  as  may  be  deemed  best  by 
the  Committee. 

The  Managing  Committee  consists  of  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  one  member  of  the  Corps  of  Instruction  of  the  School 
of  Architecture  of  the  said  University,  named  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  three  practicing  Architects  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  chosen  or 
elected  one  by  the  Philadelphia  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  one 
by  the  T  Square  Club  of  Philadelphia,  and  one  by  the  four  other  Alembers  of  the 
Managing  Committee.  This  Committee  has  the  sole  power  to  regulate  the  disposal 
and  payment  of  the  income,  or  of  any  additions  thereto  up  to  One  Thousand  Dollars ; 
to  determine  the  terms  and  methods  of  its  use  and  to  formulate,  adopt,  supervise  and 
enforce  the  necessary  rules  governing  the  place  and  manner  of  the  competition  for 
said  Scholarship. 


The  Managing  Committee  of  the  John  Stewardson  Memorial  Scholarship  in  Ar- 
chitecture, announces  by  authority  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
the  eleventh  competition  for  a  scholarship  of  the  value  of  One  Thousand  Dollars,  the 
holder  of  which  is  to  spend  one  year  in  travel  and  in  the  study  of  Architecture  in 
Europe,  under  the  direction  of  the  Conmiittee. 

Candidates  must  be  under  thirty  years  of  age,  and  are  required  to  pass  the  fol- 
lowing Preliminary  Examinations:  Freehand  Drawing,  History  of  Architecture,  Con- 
struction and  Language. 

Graduates  of  any  of  the  recognized  Schools  of  Architecture  will  be  exempt  from 
the  Preliminary  Examinations.
